praying moſt carneſtly. It is an vſuall 
_ thing fora maninanguifh toſweate;bur 
to ſweate bloud, and to ſweateitin ſuch 
abundance, that eucn drops fike bloud 
ſhould trickle from his' Body vpon the 
oy IB Ground, 


- Ground, this is not an viuall thing : this; 


was a {trange thing : this was proper TI 
Chriſt: this declared griefevnſpeakable, 
paine jntollerable. And did Chriſt ſhed. 
drops of bloud for our ſinnes, and can« 
not wee ſhed one teare for the ſame? O 

that my Head were a Well of water, and 
my Eyes # Fountaine of teares, that I 

might bewaile the vnthankfulneile of 


the Wold. | 
The matter, which hee hadin hand, 


was waightie; the worke, which hee had 


to accompliſh, was great; the conflict, 
ſtrong; the enemics, mighty; their al- 
faules, many. The Workewas mans Re- 
demption; the Confli& was with Sinne, . 
with Death, with Sathan,with Hell,with 
the Law, and with the Wrath of GOD.

If Chriſt had 
beene meere man, he could nothaue en-

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it colt him drops of bloud, with ſtrong 
crying and teares, What lay I drops of

was dearelt vato him, his lite, before he 
could bring vnder ſo mightie enemies 
as man had,andaccomplith ſo painefull: 
a worke as Redemptiof is, and pacific 
ſo great aperſonasis themoſt high, al- 
mighty and cuerliuing God. © man, re- 
member the drops of bloud which 
Chriſt did ſhedfor thy fake, forthy lin, - 
for thy (oule,and for thy faluation:louc 
him forit: thanke him for it: ſeruc him 
for it all the dayes of thy life, And thus 
much for theſuffring of Chriſtin mount

Secondly,wee may conceiue his ſuf- 
fering was'exceeding great, when bei 
forrowfull and grieuouſly troubled, hee 
faid : My Soule is heauy enenvato death, 
When hce fell on his Face, and prayed 
thrice : O my Father, if it be peſſible, let 
this C wppe paſſe from mee © meanmg his 
bitter Paſſion: not that be wasvnwilling! 
to take it { for,inallthings heſubmitted: 
himſcife to his heauenly Father) but- 
thoſe earneſt ſpeeches declared: the 
oo hcauy 
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heavy burden of linne, which lighted on 
him; the painefull gricfe which hee en- 
dured; the grieuous paine which he ſut- 
fered, the great torments and terrors 
which he ſuſtained for our ſakes, The 
ſouleof Chriſtwas from heauen heauen- 
ly, neuer beſported with any vnclean- 
nelle,but. pure without corruption : not- 
withſtanding; it was heauic and touched 
vith the feare of death,in conſideration 
of our (inne, which had deſerued death, 
with an infinit number of miſcrics be- 
fide, all whichlighted vpon that inno- 
cent Lambe, (which neuer diſplcaſed 
God, nor offended man) that- by his 
ſtripes wee might be healed, And what 
an fel thinke we was Chriſt in, when he 
prayed thriſe molt fernently, to haue 
that bitter Cuppe paſſe from him. No 
doubt heefeltthe waight of (inne, the 
Wrath of God again{t it, the Iuſtice of 
God-requiring puniſhment for it, the 
.power 'of the Law pronouncing con-' 
demnation to it, theforce of Death,the 
tyranny of Sathan,thetorments of Hell, 
which-no tongue canexpreile, norheart 
conceiue, And this made Chriſt to'ſfay 
| in 


in anguiſh of ſpirit: My Sole 5s very 
heauy, euen unto the death. And to pray 
three times : O my Father, if it be poſſi= 
ble, let this cup paſic from mee: yetto ſhew 
that therefore hee came into theworld, 
andthat he was contentto dyc,hee ſub- 
mitted his wil! to Gods, ſaying ; Nexer- 

theleſje, not as I will, but as thow wilt, 
Thirdly, hee was betrayed by one of 
his owne,/#das by name, a Iudas in hart, 
a Iudas intongue,a Iudas in deed, came 
to him with a Iudas kille, ſaying : Haile 
Maſter, and betrayed Chriſt. O beaſtly 
Traitcrous Beaſt, to betray thy Maſter, 
and that vnder colour of friendſhip with 
a kile, I fay,to betray thy Maſter,whom 
thou waſt bound to detend, and ough- 
telt to haue loued., It was too much for 
any Barbarianto haue done: but for thee 
which. did(t call him Maiſter, vvhich 
didft bearc his Bagge, which did(t fic at 
his Table, which waſt conuerſantvvith 
him, to doc it, was a Iudas tricke, in- 
deed,toov-too traiterous, ſhametull and 
bealtly, But what will not the delire of 
money doc ? #hbat will you gine me (laid 
Tudas) and 1 will deliner him vnte you ? 1 
will 
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will deliver him vnto you, but firſt 1 
muſt know what you will give me. /»das 
tooke part withtheTewes, /ndas betraied 
Chriſt, 1#d4as damned himlelfe, and all 
for what will you giue-me : but what did 
his money him good, when he had loſt 
Chriſt, loſt heauen, loſt his ſoule; and 
damned himſelfe? But whatwas the end 
ofthis? When [adas ſaw hewas condem- © 
ned, he repented himſelfe, hee brought 
againe the thirtie pieces of (iJuer tothe 

cheife Prieſts and Elders, heſaid, 7 haze 

ſinned, betraying theinnocent bloud, hecaſt 
downe theliluer pieces inthetemple, he 

departed,and went and hanged himſelfe, 

Hanging was the 'end of /#das :a fit end 

for ſuch a traitor. But thatis notall, hee 

hangs in hell perpetually forit, and heis 

ſerued as be deſerued, moſt juſtly, For 

blood will hate blood : but did Indas re. 

pent? ſo is the text, he repented and hee 

faid : I haue linned, betraying che inno- 

cent blood. He did not repent truly, for 

ehen hee would not haue hanged him- 

ſelfe, The word Repentance was in his 

mouth, but the thing was not in his 

heart : within him was a tormenting 

conſcience 
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conſcience; which did accuſe, iudge and 
condemne him, which did ſet before his 
cies, the hainouſneſl< of his fact, the 
grieuouſneiſe of GODS wrath, iudge- 
ment without mercie, heiſ-fire without 
redemption : This deſperate minde 
made him to depart from the compa- 
nie, to takean halter, and hang himſelfe. 
See the force of conſcience in Indar. 
Atala conſcrentia deliflorum noſtrorum te- 
ftis, index, tortor, carcer, accuſat, indicat, 
condemmnat. An euill conſcienceis a wit= 
nelle, a Iudge, a tormentor, a priſon of 
our ſinnes ; It doth acculc, judge, and 
condemne. 


> Whatthing more gricuous, then day 


- atidnight to carry about ſuch a witneſle, 
. Judge, tormentor, and priſon? Omnia 


poteſt homo fugere prezer cor ſuum: Nam 
quocunque valit, conſtientta cum non dexe= 
finquit, A man may auoideall things but 
his owne heart, for whictherſocuer hee 
gocth it gocth with him,cither to-excuſe 


. or accule, which are the effects of con. 


ſcience. The teſtimonie of a good con: 
ſcienceisa pretious iewel,and as Salomon 
ſaith,acontinuall feaſt,becauſe it maketh 
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a man alwayes merry, The putting away 
ofa goodconſcience cauferh ſhipwracke 
of faith, as in Himenes and eflexander, 
Happie therefore is he, which can truly 
fay with that cle& vellel $, Pac, herein 
I endeuuur my fclfe to haue alway a 
cleete confcience towardes G OD. and 
towards men: for if our heart condemne 
vs, God is greater then our heart, and 
knoweth al] chings : but if our heart con- 
demne vs not, then haue wee boldneſle 
towards him, and whatſoeucr we askein 
faith wee receiue of him. A licke conſcis 
encecanno Philition inthe world cure, 
but that heauenly Phylirion Chriſt Ieſu: 
To him therefore let vs reſort with all 
humility, But to 1»das againe What will 
you giue me, andI will deliver him vnto 
you? The delire of money is the roote 
of all miſchicte. They which are poiſon- . 
ed with it, doe crre from the faith, They 
pierce themſclues through with many 
forrowes, they fall into temptations, in- 
to ſnares, into many fooliſh & noiſome 
luſtes, which drowne men in perdition 
and deſtruction. But men of God muſt 
flee thoſe things,and follow after righte- 
oulnelle 


ouſneſle, godlinctle,faith, loue, patience, 

meckenetle, laying hold of etcrnall life, 
- whereunto they are called, By the end 
of Tuadas let ſeruants take heede that 
they betray not their Maiſters. For trea- 
fon andrebellion moſt commonlie haue 
a ſhametull end.Such isGods juſt iudge- 
ment. Let Mailſters alſo beware, that 
they truſt not cucry {eruant too farre,no 
not though hee be of his houſhold, and 
pretend goodwill, and ſeeme trultic. 
Euen ſo did {ud : yet was hee in truth 
but a ſeemer, a ditfembler, a traitour, 
For as there is no griefe, to-that ofthe 
minde, nolofleto that of life, no-feareto 


that of deſtruRion : ſo is there-noiene> . 


mie, to a diſlembling friend, -no. trea- 
cherie tothat which one of a mans owne 
may praiſe. | LTLONT 
Here is /*4as for an example: oneof 
Chriſts Apoſtles, and of his houſhold(as 
I may ſay)one that asked,Mailſter,-isjt1? 
one that kitſed him, & ſeemed as truſtic 
as any thereſt. Yet forall that he was but 
a Tudas,a halter, a cloaker, a difſembler,a 
traitor, All is not honie that is ſiyeer,nei- 
ther is all gold that gliſters:{o is not cuc- 
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ry one a true ſcruant that ſaith, Maiſter. 
Iudis was a double fellow, hee had one 
queſtiontoChriſt, another totheTewes: 
to Chriſt; Maiſter is it I:but to theTewes, 
what will you giue me, and1I will deliuer 
-him vnto you? This queſtion of 1#das 
forthe firſt part is very rife in theworld 

at theſe daics. I will doz youa pleaſure, 

- butwhatwill you give me for my paines? 
I will lend you a ſumme, but what will 
yougiue me for intereſt? I will lecyoira- 
iece of land, but whatwill you giue me 
ora good fine ? Hee that will giue molt 
ſhall have it : Soall is, what will you giue 
'me, and little without what will you giue 
me, But let them vſeit as long as they 
will, itis but 7-das his queſtion, Chriſti- 
ancharitic asketh no ſuch queſtion, and 
yet is readieto pleaſure and tolend. And 
thus much touching the trechery of 1#- 
da. I will omit for breuities ſake many 
circumſtances, as that all his Diſciples 
forſooke him, and fled like cowards, 
whenthey ſaw ſwordesand ftaves againſt 
him, that Caiphas the hie prieſt accuſed 
him of blafphemie, that the people ſpat 
on him,and ſmote him with rods, that 
Peter 


Peter denicd him with a lie,with an othe, 
with a curle, I come to Pentizes Pilate 
"the gouernour, This man though hee 
knew well, that for enuie they had deli= 
uered him, though his Wife ſent vnto 
him vpon the iudgement feate to haue 
nothing to doe with that iuſt man, 
chough hee found no cauſe of death in 
him : yet likea naughty man.,and time- 
rous Iudge,hee let goe an arrant thecfe 
3 Barrabas,and deliuered Llelus to be cruci- 
fied,and then before themultitude took 
water and waſhed his hands,ſaying: Iain 


innocent of the blood of that juſt man. 
Heconfelled him a juſt man. Why then-. 


_  didhegiue ſentence on him? Heſaid he 
was innocent of his blood, and yet did 
conſent to ſhead it. No, no, P:larc was 
ovilty of Chriſts death, and could not 
ſhift himſelfe of ic, by taking water,and 
waſhing his hands; What a matter was 
this, Barrabas to be preferred before 
Chriſt, amurthcrer let goe,and aninno- 
cent perſon ſcourged?But ſee enuy: they 


enuted Chriſts vertues, {nnidia eſt virtutis 


comes, If Pilate had beene a good man, 
finding no cauſe of death in Chriſt, hee 
| LY. would 
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would haue ſtoodewith him to death, & 
not for feare;or any other carnall reſpe, 
have condemned him. Afﬀtcr the ſoul- 
diers tooke him inthe common hall, 6r{t 
they ſtripped him, then they put about 
him a robe of ſcarlet. on his head they 
ſet a crowne of thornes,in his right hand 
they puta recde, betore him they bowed 
their knees,in mockage,ſ.ving, Ae rex 
Irdeornim, Afterward they fpit on him, 
and with areed ſmote him on the i:cad, 
/Thus when they had mocked him, they 
tooke the rode from him, and put his 
ownerayment on hin;,and ied him away 
to be-cfucified: Whac viilayy was this 2 
Chriſt being God, could hauc ſaid their 
fury, yea, haut ſtriken them tarke dead 
with a word : but hee wouid not for our 
ſakes.If thoſe ſouldiers had knowne what 
they did, with whom they dealt, whole 
{onne heſwas,from whence he came and 
whither hee would what power he had, 
they would haue ſtaicd-theniſclues : but | 
being full of ignorance, they did what 
they did. For had they knowne: they 
would not have crucified the: Lord of 
glory. But yet ignorance excuſed not.

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For ignorance inthoſe which would not 
vnder{tand,without doubtis a linne:Tg- 


* noranceinthole which could notvnder- 


{tand,is a puniſhmene for {in-neither is 
exculable, both are damnable, We haue 
heard what Chriſt ſuffered before hee 


. came to his croiſe, thathelweat dryps of: 


bloud in mount Qliuecs, that being ſor- 


' rowfull he prayed carneſtly to hauethat 


bitter cuppe palle from him, that he was 
betraied by 1#das with-#kitle, that hee. 
was forſaken of all his Diſciples, that he 
was accuſed by Catiaphas for a blaſphe- 
mer, that he was denied by Peter thrice, 

that hee was condemned vnder Ponts 

Pilate. | | 
Ir followeth that I ſpeake of hisſuffe- 
ring on the crotle, Chriſt being on the 
crolle (utfered reproch of the patlers by, 
of the Prieſtes, Scribes,and Phariſes,and 
of the theeues. The pallers by wagging 
their heades,reuiled him, faying: Thou 
that deſtroyedlt the temple of God, and 
buildedft ic in three dayes: If thoubethe 
Son of God,come down from the crofle. 
Likewiſcche Prieſts, Scribes, Elders, and 
Phariſcs mocked him, ſaying, Heeſaued 
WS: others 


- others, but himſclfe car.hee notſaue : if 
' - Heebe the King of 1ſracl, Ict him.come 
1 downe from the croſle, and wee will be- 
leeve him. The theeues allo, both at the 
firſt; caſt the ſame thing in his teeth, 
Chriſt indeede ſaid : Deſtroy this Tem- 
ple, and inthree dayes I will raiſe it vpa®» 
gaine. The lewes miltooke him : they 
meant that great temple in Hieruſalem, 
which bad beene a building fortic and 
ſixe yeeres : but hee meant the Temple 
of his body, that afterthey had deſtroy- 
ed, mangled, and killed it, he would raiſe 
. it from death the third day,as in rruth he 
did, Now if they had vnderftoode him, 
they would neuer haue mocked him 
- withthatſaying : butſecing himto riſe a+ - 
gaine, haue confelled him to be the Son 
of God. The wicked Prieſts, Scribes and 
Phariſes mocked him, ſaying : hee ſaued 
others,but he cannot ſane himſelfe : 1fhe be 
the King of Ifrael,let him come downe from 
the croſſe, and we will beleene him, Chriſt 
indeed faued others,all,that belecued in 
him, from the guilt of fine, from eter- 
nall death, from the tiranny of Sathang 
from the curſe ofthe law,from the "ey 
B 2 of. 


:of God, Himſclfe alſo he ſauedhzigt 
got the viforie, and roſe-Fywtne thi 
third day:hutcheſe blinde priclts,Scribes 
and Phariſes, vnder{toode not this, and 
therefore tthey,nocked himwithit, __ - 
' 'Moreouer, Chriſt could haue come 
downe from the crofle if. hee would, but 
heknew it not to be expedient, Hewould 
not yeeld to their fancics,if he had come 
down,they would haue belecued him nes 
ver a whit rhe ſooner : ſome would haue 
faid he did it for feare of death : ſome to 
ſhew what he could doe:ſome for one re- 
ſpe, ſome for an other, And therefore | 
CHRklsT knowing this, yeolded hot - 
vnto them, but went fofward with the- 
_ worke he had. in hand, which was by his 
crolletoappeaſe the wrath of God, co ſa- 
tisfe his iuſtice, to make him fauorable -.. 
vato {inners, by offering a-full and per- =: 
fe&lacrifice once for ail :and therefore 
heisa priclt, not according tothe order. 
of <7 02, which by imperfeion. did 
need a ſucceſsiue, but according to the. 
order of elchiſedec, and thattoreuer. 
To proceede, from theiixthoure to 
the minth,there was darknes ouer all me 
land, 
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land, forthe Sunne was darkned, About 
theninth houre, Ieſus cried with aloude 
yoice, Ely, Ely,lamaſabethany. My*God, 
my God, why haſt thou forſaken. mee ? 
Bchold the Paſſion of Chriſt, Hee cried, 
with aloude yoice he cried, vnto heauen 
he cried, as one forlorne hecried : My 
God, my God, why haſt chou forſaken” 
me ? Notongue can expreſle, nor heart 
conceiue the pangs, the paines, the pu- 
niſhmentwhich he ſuffered. For thetime 
the paines of che damned, the torments 
'of hell fell vpon him, which we for our 
ſinnes bad deſerued , and ſhould haue 
ſuffered for euer andeuer in hell, had not 
he ſoſluffered onthe croſle, What terror 
was this to behold, manin his fall; God 
in his wrath, ſinne in his deſert, the lawe 

in his curſe,thediucll in his tyranny,hell 
in his torments? What terrour was this 
Godin his vvrath is a conſuming fire, 

man in his fall is a loſt calt-away , linne 
in his deſcrt is a damnable thing , the. 
{awe inhis curſe is a heauy thunderbole,, 
the diuell in his rage is veryterrible;hell 
in his torments 1s intolerable, Andwhat 
4 terrour was this ? Theſe things Chrilt

er,and the paine: 


did make him crie aloude : My God,my I, 


God, why haſt thouforſaken me ? noe": 


that God forſooke Chriſt at any time: 
bat this ſpeech declared rhat confliq, 


thatterrour, that torment, vvhich no 


creature belide could haue endured. For 
it colt mofeto redeemeſoules, fo that a 


man mult let that alone for ever. Then _ 


moſt true is that article of our Creede : 
He deſcended mto bell,for the time hefuf- 
fered the paines of hell, together vvith 


the exrreame ſhame, as the vitory of 


{orrowes whileſt being held in the graue = 


vntill the third day, he lay as it were op- 
prelſled of death: The vertue of his pafli; 


onreacheth downe to hell, to redeeme 


mankinde from the paines of hell which 
hee had deſerucd, to ouerthrow Sathan 
the prince of hell, to dillolue his works 
which are ſinne . and death, to deliuer 
mankinde which areynder his ſubicCti- 


on, to' purchaſe for him Gods fauour ,, 


forgiuenes of linnes, and eternall life. 
Chrift on the crolle offered vp his ſoule 
and body a ſacrifice to ſaue our ſoules 
and bodies. On the croile hee ſuffered 
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in ſoule and body to make ſatisfaftion. . 
for our ſinnes committed in ſoule and 
body. And theſuffering in both vvas ſo 
great, that he cried aloude, My God, my 
 ., God, why haſt thou forſuken mee ? In that 
be ſaid, my God, with a repetition, hee 
CD Jured himſclfe ſtill of his fauour, of his 
"protection, and of deltuerance by that 
ſpecch hee deſpairednot, but expretled 
the greateſt ſorrow , the heavieſt paine 
that could be endured, for the redempe 
tion of mankinde, We haue heard what 
a notable ſacrifice Chrilt offered on the 
crolle,not the bloud of goates or calues, 
but his owne bloud to purge our conſci- 
ences from dead workes to ferue the li- 
ving God. This is that ſacrifice vvhich 
was figured by the Paſchall Lambe, by 
the braſcn ſerpent lifted vp in the vvil- 
derneſle,by the whole burnt facrifice,by. 
the peace offering. A remembrance of 
this ſacrifice, is our comunion of bread 
and wine , the one repreſenting Chriſts 
bodie rent, the other his bloud ſhed for 
our linnes, This 1s that ſacrifice, whereby 
eLbel, Noe, Abrabam, Iſaac, and laceb, 
allthe faithful Patriarchs and Prophets, 
2. | all 
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all the beleeuing perſons from the be- 
ginning were ſaued, For , Chriit is the 
Lambe ſine fromthe beginving of the 
world, Saine in tie bgure , in the pur- 
pole of God, inthevertue v: his paſſion 
from theheginning of the worid. Then 
is Chriſt flaine to euery one, vvhen hee 
belecucth him ſlaine leſus Chrift yeſter- 
day,and to day,theſame for ever. From 
the beginning of the world to his aſcen- 
fion that is y=(terday,from his aſcenſion 
to the common relurreQicn,, thatisto 
day, from the conmon reſurrection for 
euer heis one. Therefore one faith, one 
religion , one kinde of Sacraments in 
fubltance, oneway to heauen from the 
beginning, one ſpiritual] mcate & drink, 
Our fathers did all eate the ſameſpiritu- 
all meate vyhich vvee cate, and dranke 
theſame ſpirituall drink which wedrink, 
They dranke ofthe Rocke which follo- 
wed them,and therocke was Chriſt. For 
though they did cate Manna.anddranke 
water out of the rocke, yet the faithful 
ſpiritually did feede on Chriſt : becauſe 
that viſible mcatechey vnderſtood fpiri- 
euelly, they hungred after it privery : 
they 
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they did taſte it ſpiritually, that vvith ic 
they might be ſatisfied ſpiritually. And 
Bertramus ſaith, that our fathers did eate 
the ſelfe-ſameſpiritua'] meate which wee 
cate 5; becauſe one and the ſame Chriſt 
fed the people in the vvildernelTe with 
his fleſh , and refreſhed them with his. 
bloud, and now fcedcth the faithfull in 
the church with the bread of his bodie , 
and refreſheth them with the vvater of 
his bloud, But what is it co cate the fleſh 
of Chriſt ? It is to reſt ypon him vvith 
aſure truſt,by his grace, ſpiric,preſence, 
to be fed, nouriſhed ſuſteined to eternal 
life. Or as Chriſt himſelfe faith: He that 
catcth my fi-th,and drinketh my bloud, 
abideth in mee, and I in him. Tocate 
the fleſhof Chriſt, and drinke his blood, 
is to abide in Chriſt , and to haue Chriſt 
abiding in vs. And therefore S, Augu- 
fue (zith, He that abides notin Chriſt, 
and in whom Chrift abideth not, catech 
not ſpiritually the fleſh of Chriſt, al- 
though viſibly and carnally he preſfſeth' 
with his tecth tie Sacraiucne of the bo= 
dy and bloud of Chriſt : but rather ea« 
teth the ſacrament of ſo great athing to 
Vp | his 


his condemnation. Whereby it may ap- 
peare that weatthis day preach the (clfe 
- ſame Goſpell , which was in the begin- 
ning of the vvorld, thatis, vve preach 
Chriſt crucified , which was opened to 
aur firſt father in paradiſe, renewed to 
Abrabam, & all the Patriarches, figured 
by all the ſacrifices of the Law,witnetſed 
by the Prophets, pointed vnto by /ohn 
B aprit,preached by leſus Chriſt himſelf, 
and deliuered by his Apoſtles. And ther- 
fore it is molt true,ancienr,catholike and 
. apoltolike. 

Now to the things vvhich hapned a- 
bout the time of his patſion :che graues 
did open : the dead bodies which lept, 
_ aroſe : the vaile of the temple did rent 
in twainefrom thetop tothe bottome : 
_ the earth did tremble : the ſtones did 
cleaue alunder. Thele things declared 
that a notable perſon ſuffered, yet the 
Tewes were not touched. Theſe vnlenſh- 
blecreatures were moued, yet the [ewes 
hearts were hardned, The Centurion , 
when hee ſaw what vyas done, glorified 
God, ſaying : Of a ſurctic this man was *. 
iult, The ſouldiers that watched him, + 
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when they ſaw the carth quake, and the 
things that were done , feared greatly , 
ſaying : Truely this was the Son of God. 
Aconfeſsion to the glory of God,tothe 
comfort of themiſclues,to the prouing of - 
a Sauiour, and to the terror of the Icwes, 
This man whom yee haue contemined , 
whom ye haue condemned , whom yee 
haue reuiled, whom yec haue ſcourged, 
whom ye hauecrucified , truely was the 
 Sonne of God, The renting of the Tem- 
ple, the quaking of thecarth, the clea- 
- uing of the ſtones , the opening of the 


$ graucs, the riling of the dead doe proue, 


that truely hee was the Sonne of God, 
and without all doubt aiuſt man, Aiuſt 
man indeed : For in his heart was neuer 
euil thoght, outof his mouth neuer proe 
cceded cuill word, with his body he ne- . 
uer wrought il] deede : butin heart hee 
' was alwaics tender and loving, inword 
gentle and mecke,in dealing iuſt andvp- 
right, Yet was hee accufed,condemned, 
and put ro a molt ſhamefull death, the 
_ death of the croſle,as a moſt notorious 
malcfaQour, And all this was done to

tion. Heere come in certaine queſtions; 
Thefirſt is, vvhether Chrilt could have 
delivered himſelfe fromeheir ha!1ds. The 
 anſivere is, he could. For heis God om- 
nipotent: but he did not, that the ſcrip- 
tures might bee fulhiled , that our re- 
dermption might be made , that ourſal- 
uation might be accompliſhed, The ſe- 
cond queſtionis, whether the Iewes were 
to be exculed, fecing it was the good wil 
of God, that Chriſt ſhould die, The an- 
fwereis, inno wile : Becauſe they did it - 
of ignorance, enuic and malice. And 
wheras good came thereby to mankind, 
that was to be aſcribed to Gods good- 
nes, which did turne their [in to a good 
end, Dexs tam bones eftvt ex malis eliciat 
bona. Godis ſo good that he turnes cuill 
to good. The third queſtion is, whether 
all they are damned which pur Chrilt to 
death ? I dare not fo lay, lecing Chriſt 
prayed for them: Father forgiue them, 
they know not whatthey doe, But this 
I ſay, whoſocuer of them died, not be- 
Iceving that perſon to bee the Sonne of 
God, the onely. Mediator betwixt God 
arid Mari, the onely redeemer , and pur- 
nt chaſer 


chaſer of forgiuenes of ſinnes, the onely 

| ligh prieſt of goodthingsto come,who R 
ſocuer I fay departed out of this faith, is - 
danincd for euer and cucr. 


Proceedeto the benefits, which we ins 
joy by Chri{t his pafſton, which are in 
number ivary, in teeling comfortable, 

m eſtynation molt precious. The brit is 
purgario:) of finnes. Thrice happy is he 
that bath it , moſt miſerable are they 
which have itnot, The penite:it ſinner 
of a troubled ſpirit,of a broken and con- 
trite heart, forſaking his owne waies,and: 

Tcnouncing his owne imaginations, pro- 

_ miling amendiwent , and purpoling the 
fruits of repentance, confelsing his own 
miſerie, and appcaling tothe mercies of 
Godin the merits of Chriſt, haue their 
ſinnes, though asred as ſcarlet, yet wa= 
ſhed in his moſt precious, gracious, and 

glorious bloud. For if thebloud of buls, 
and goates, and the aſhes of a heiffer, 
ſprinckling them thar arcvncleane, ſan-

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Pirit offred himſelf without ſpot to God, 
purge your conſcience from dead works, 
eo ſeruethe living God ? Andtro thisend 
are wee delivered from all our enemies,

ſcrue Chriſt our dehwuercr,and that with- 
out feare, in holinesand rightcouſnes all

The2. benefit is remilsion of ſinnes, 

Bleſſed is the man whole linnes are for- 
given, couecred, and not imputed, Sinne. 
is in the child of God, bur it reigneth 
nor. Sinne is in the clect, but it is coue- 
red.-Sin is in the heires of ſaluation, but 
it isnor imputed, becauſcitis forgiuens” 
as the Arke was coucred with- a goWen: 
fheei called the propitiatorie 2 ſo Chriltis' 
the propitiationof our ſinnes,by whom: 

, wehaueredemption through his bloud, 
cuen forgiuenes of finnes: For thebloud 
of Chriſt crieth remiſsion of linnes inthe 

hearts of the godly. | 

The'3. benchit of Chriſts paſſion is , 
deliucrance from the curſe. of the lawe.. 
Thelaw accuſcth, Chriſt excuſeth. The 
lawe terrificth, Chriſt comforteth. The. 
lawcurſcth, Chriſt bleſſeth.. Chriſt hath 
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redeemed vs from the curſe ofthe laye 
being madea curſe forys. Forit is writ- * 
ten, Cnrſed i exery one that hangeth on 
the tree : that the bleſling of 4brabam 
might come on the Gentiles through 
fIich,that we might receiuethe adoption 
of ſons. For though we be blacke by na- 
ture, yet are we white by grace. Though 
blacke in Adam, yet white.in Chriſt: x 
though blacke by merite, yet vvhite by 
mercie, For Chriſt is the end of thelaw 
for righteouſncs tocucry one that belee- 
rech.” They then which in aliuely faith 
apprehend Chriſt crucified, and riſen 
again haue what the law requireth, that i8 
perfect obedience performedof Chrilt,

- The 4. benefit by Chriſts paſsion is, 
freedome from damnation.For what de- 
 ftruction can come to them' which are 
ingraffed into Chriſt, the author of (al- 
vation ? how can the ſecond death take 
hold on them that haue their partin the 
firſt reſurreion, and are in Chrilt the 
 lifeir felfe? the Deuill cannot pluck them 
away finally from God,which are written 
inthe booke of life,and redeemed by the 
, blood ' 


blood of the Lambe. Hell cannot terri- 
fie them, which patientiy looke for an 
- Inheritance in heauen, There is no:dam- 
nation(laith the Apoltle}rothem,which 
arc in Chriſt, which waike not after the 
fleſh, but after the (picit, We are in Chriſt 
by cleftion before the world was made, 
We arecalled to Chriſt by the word after 
the warld was made. We arc iuſtified by 
aliuely faith,the obedience of the Son of 
God being imputed tovs, We arc lanQti- 
fied through the ſpirit, our ſoules being 
purified in obeying thetruth, We walke 
not after the fleſh, when wee reſiſt couc- 
tous cogitations, ambitious delires, vo» 
luptuous thoughts, enuious conceits, 
malitious purpoſes, and whatſocuer els 
corrupt of old 74am, We walke after 
the ſpirit,when wee embrace loue, follow 
peace and holines, ſhew long-ſuffering, 
EOS 4 meeknes, temperance : cruci- 
ying the fleſh wich the affections and 
Juſts, | 
The hfift benefit by Chriſts paſsion, is, 
thatthe wrath of God is pacified; Foras 
they which obey not the Son, ſhall nut 
ſce life, but thewrath of God abideth on 
them z 


' them:ſothey which belecucein the Son 


haue cuerlaſting life reſerued in heauen 
for them, which are kept bythe power of 
God, through faith to ſaluation. 7 hi 
my beloued Senne in whom 1 am well pleas 
ſed, heare him. A voicefrom heauen,after 
Ieſus was baptized, the heauens bcin 
open vnto him, and the ſpirie of GO 
deſcending like a doue, and lighting on 
him, This borne of the Virgin Mary is 
my naturall & beloued Son, cocquallto 


me, and coeternall, and con ſubſtantiall _ _ 


with me, in wham cuen for his own ſake 
I am well pleaſed with all my ele&chil- 
dren, my diſpleaſure being as farrefrom 
them,as the Eaſt from the Weſt, and my 
fauour vpon them euen for my Chriſt, 
for whoſe ſakeI pardon all their offen- 
ces,and their linnes,and inigquities will re- 
member no more, but will put my lawes 
in their mindes, and writ them in their 
hearts, and will be their God, and they 
ſhall be my people. 
The ſixt benefit by CnxzisrT his 
paſlion , is victorie ouer Sathan. For 
where inne is. purged , remitted, and 
not imputed, vyhere the _— 
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of the Law is abrogated; where the ſe- 

conddearh is aboliſhed wherethe wrath 
© of Godispacified ;: therethe Deuill hath 
naught. For Chriſt through death de- 
Rroyed him, which had che power of - 
. death, that is, the Deuill; that he might 
deliver all them whichfur feare of death 
wereal theirlife time fubieto bondage. 
Wherefore;though Sathan be yetſuffred 
to tempt the children of God, yer hee 
ſhall neuer plucke chem away from-the_ 
ſtate of ſaluation': becauſe God is faiths 
— full, and will not ſuffer his to betempred 
aboue their (irength : but ſhall in the 
midies of temptation make a way, that 
they may beableto heare it. Beſide theſe. 
 fingular benefites by Chrif His paſsion, 
| wee haue by the ſame, peace of conſci« 
ence, which .paſſeth all vnderſtanding, 
 accelle to grace by the meditation of 
Chriſt,and after this life fe cucrlaſting, 
to behold the bletTed Eocemn Tri- 


nitic. in glorie, Maieſtie, andeternitic. 
' Now tothe meditation'of Chriſt his 
paſsion, which we ſhall confider fruirful= 
ly, if we marke how fowle a thing linne 
is, how gricuous tothe conſcience, how. 
Go wo” diſpleaſant 


diſpleaſant to God, what puniſhment it 


deſerued, whole death it procured, and 
forepentfortheſame, 

Secondly, if wee behold the paſting 
| loue of God in fending his Son to re- 
- deeme vs, &the lingular loue of Chrilt, 

in laying downe his life forvs, and ſobe 
thankfull to both for the ſame: If God 
' "had redeemed mankinde by any other 
meancs,as by (iluer or gold or by force 
of armes,or by any of his Angels,the be- 
nefit had been the elle : but he did it by 
 thedcath of his holy and deare.Sonne. A 
benefit of all benefits the greateſt, and 
neuer to be thought on without thank- 
_ fulnefſe Andintruthno Angel could be -- 
anattoriement maker betweene God and 
man, becauſethey communicate nature 
neither with God nor man : but Chriſt 
Ieſus doth: with both, For hee is God in 
nature,and manin nature. Andſoafriend' 
to both God and man, and therefore 2 
molt fie perſon to make peace betweene - 
Godand man, | 
| Thirdly,weſhal meditate onthe paffion 
of Chrilt aright, ifafrer his example we 
forgiue our enemies when they offend 
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vs, ifwe foue them thoughthey hatevs, 
if wee pray for them, though they curfe 
vs, after the example of Chriſt, which 
forgaue vs when wee treſpafſed againſt 
him, which ſo loued vs, that he died for 
vs,when we were his enemies & finners. 
Fourthly we ſhall meditate on the pal- 
lion of Chriſt aright, if we mortifie our 
members, which are vponthe carth , it 
we crucihe the fleſh with the affections, 
that is,by putting off the old man, which 
is corrupt through the decceiucableluſts 
and putting on the new man, which af- 
ter God is created vnto rigthteouſnes and 
true holineſfle, if we walke honeſtly as in 
the day time, not in gluttony and drun- 
* kennes,but in ſobrictie,neitherin cham- 
bering and wantonnelle, but in chaſtitie, 
neither in ſtrife and enuying, but in cha- 
ritic ; if weeput on the Lord Teſus, and 
make no prouilion for the fleſh,to fulbill 
the luſts of it, We may haue an honeſt 
care of our bodies, which is to feed chem 
ſobcrly,to cloth them decently, to cxer- 


ciſe thein moderately : but foto prouide - - 


for the fleſh as to fulfillche Tuſts there- 
of,fo to pamper ic as to make it ouer-rule 


the 


theſpirit, this is to forgetChriſls paſſi. 
on, to ſeeke to crucifie him againe, to 
ſerue our enemie,from which to redeem 
vs Chriſt died, to deſtroy that (as much 
as in him 1s) vvhich Chriſt ſo deerely 
| bought. | 
- Laſtly,we ſhal meditate on the paſsion 
of Chrilt aright, if wee ſtedfaſtly belecue 
by it to be ſaued, and liveand die in true 
repentance for ourlinnes, which madea 
diviſion betweene God and vs, vyvhich 
brought the Sonne of God from heauen 
into the vale of miſery,whichcauſed the 
death of Icſus Chriſt. The conliderati- 
on of this ought to make our heavts to 
| bjeede, to fiye from ſinne, as from a bi- 
ting ſerpent, to renounce thediuel with 
his workes, as we promiſed in baptiſme; 
to be contrite, which is the fir{tbranch 
of true repentance, to crie-for merci , 
which is the ſecond, totrult in Chriſt the 
mediator,which is the third,to endeuour 
- with a purpoſe to ſerue theliuingGop, 
which is thelaſt. Then tho our lins were 
as crimſon; they ſhall be made as vvhite 
as ſnow : though they werered as ſ{car- 


let, they ſhall beas wool, For the _— 
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of leſus ChriſttheSon of God, purgeth. | 


the penitent from all ſinne. Then God 
| will be on ourright hand for cuer. Then 
ſhall the Realme flouriſh, as now, fo for 
euer, with peace, plenty, the preaching 
of the Goſpell, with many other godly 
blefſiags;to the glorie of God, thecom- 

fort of vs, andterrour of the enemie. 
Let vs be thankefull ro Almightie 
God for preſcruing vs hitherto, giuing 
vs peace, when others hauc had the con- 
trarie: plentie, when others haue ſuffered 
ſcarlity:the preaching oftheword,which 
others haue lacked : vnder the gouerne- 
. ment of a molt gracious King, whom 
we are bound,as the Lords annointed,to 
loue lincerely. to reucrence dutifully,to , 
obey heartily, to pray for zcalouſly and 
continually ( becauſe God hath vſcd his 
Maicltie as a mcane to conuey ouer vn 
tovs his mercics)that he may liue tothe 
comming of Chriſt, to give vpto him 
his princely crowne, to receiue of him a 
crown of gloricfor cuer,inthe kingdom 
of glorie, where is light and;no darknes, 
life, andno dying, peaceand no diſcord, 
where is mirth without mourning, fauor 
without 


| withoutmiſliking, knowledge vvithoue 
* ignorance, whereis holines & no ſinne, 
yprightnes and no hypocriſie, truth and 
no falſchood, perfeRion and no infirmi. 
tie, whereare ioyes which eye hath noe 
ſcene, neither care hath heard , neither 
hath entred into the heart of man, which 
the Lord hath prepared for them that 
loue him, in the company of godly 
Saints,in the ſight of heauenly Angels,in 
the preſence of Ieſus, the Mediator of 
the new Teſtament, To yvvhom 
vvith the Fatherand the Holy 
Ghoſt, beall honour and 
gloric for cucr and 
euer, Amen,
